PROGRESS IN 


SUGAR MACHINERY 


Quite a number of new departures 


have been made both in the engineering 
and manufacturing departments of the 
sugar factories of the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands. In the engineering department 
the greatest change consists in sub-. 
stltutingr water-tube boilers in place of 
the old style tubular and tandem 
ers. The water-tube type Is undoubt- 
edly giving good satisfaction, and froiii 
experiments that we have made with 
Arndt's patent gas weighing apparatus, 
we find that the. water-tube of the 
Heine type shows, better combustion 
than does either the multi-tubular or 
the tandem boilers. 


Another change Is to substitute the 


multi-tubular In place of the tandem 
boiler. This dhange, to the surprise of 
a great many people, is said to be In 
the right direction, or, at least, in the 
sugar factories '-where this experiment 
has been made, they claim to get better 
results than they ever got with the tan- 
dem style of setting.

The tandem boilers,- 1 should say, con- 


sist of one multi-tubular and one flue 
or Oallaway boiler, set one in front of 
{he other, or tandem, as they are called; 
and the elees are usually about 72 in. in 
diameter by 15. ft long to 72 In. diameter 
and 19 ft. long. The size of the single 
multi-tubular, as It is called, is gen- 
erally 72 In. in diameter and 18 ft. long, 
with eighty 4 In. tubes. 


The success of the single multi-tubu- 


lar boiler is largely due, I think, to 
the Improved or new style of furnace. 
These furnaces are of the oven shape, 
or style, and are set some distance In 
front of the boiler. They are also fitted 
with hot air pipes, and have small flues 
running along each side of the furnace,. 
coming out at the back -of the bridge 
wall. The furnaces are also fitted with . 
Soth step-ladder and horizontal grate 
ban.

Another requisite we have found for 


the successful and economical' burning. 
of bagasse is a deep flame bed, large; 
Ires and strong draft. The reason for' 
owering the flame bed is that the gases

to be seen la' many of the flrat 
up-to-date, sugar houses.

Crystallization In motion is also fait 


growing Into favor, and It IB only the 
extreme coat of this Btyle of apparatus 
hat keeps it out of a great many sugar 
house*. 


Superheat clarification I have men- 


tioned before; but will 'say that this 
method is still growing in favor; and, 
I believe, it wfll soon be found In. all 
of the large factories of the Islands. 


At the Knkaiau factory some experi- 


ments have been made with the new 
style of centrifugal lining. " Thte new 
style has elongated conical holes, and 
we have found that this kind of hole Is 
really better than the round holes. For 
nstance, after weighing 'out equal 
amounts of masse cnite for each ma- 
chine, we found that the new style 
yielded five pounds more of No. 1 sugar 
than the old style, which Is certainly a 
great advantage. 


It/is also the practice In this mill, and 
n quite a number of others, to double 
press the mud. This, we think. Is quite 
an advantage, as the sucrose in the

John 
X Waldrte is the foreman of the ma- 
•hlne shop and is assisted by. J. S. Bal.

The .days and 
lours when the building is open are: 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday, from

The present equipment consists of a 


2%-horsepower electric motor; two 12- 
nch swing turning lathes, gig saw, 30 
benches and full sets of the best make 
of modern tools for 
the -same. The 


course of instruction is divided generally 
nto three parts, the first course being 
nstrnction in the names of tools, parts 
of same, use of jack and smooth plane; 
rip saw and cross-cut, getting out stock, 
brace, bits, chisels and mallet-making 
mortises, compass 
saw, spoke-shave, 


wood-file, scraperland-sandpaper, making 
lahdles, 
compass 
and 
level-making, 


round and level chamfers. With this 
work the boys have each lined his case, 
made, a saw. bench, finished a good nutl- 
et, set his oilstone in a block, .put on 
revelled cover, and become famiuar with 
the names and uses of ordinary tools, 
rhe lad has worked mostly on soft wood, 
sharpened his own chisels and kept his 
planes In order. 


The second course consists Of work at 


the turning lathe, grinding tools and 
more practice on the oilstone, using rip 
saw to get square edge as well as fol- 
ow line, laying tjoor and use of ham- 
mer so as not to mar, block plane, cut- 
ting ' with fine saw, assembling, nailing, 
Inishlng, puttying and varnishing, read- 
Ing sketches and plans, studying, bulld- 
ng plans, making tables for club and 
primming windows and doors.

FIRST HAWAIIAN 


SMALLPOX SCURGE. 


The following account of the first 


•visit of •mallpox to Hawaii, In 1853, la 
taken from the Personal Reminiscences 
of Wm. Cooper Parks: 


In the month of February. 1563, the 
ship Charles Mallory arrived off the port 
with a yellow flag flying from u*e fore. 
mast 
The pilot on going: alongside found she 


bad a cane of smallpox on board. 


The vessel was left outside the port, 


and the pilot returned to report the case 
to the Board 01 Health. He was ordered 
to anchor the vessel off Vvalklkl, where 
jibe then was. and the crew with the 
exception of the sick man were brought 
on shore, and Qiiaranuned in a. house 
that stood near the former residence of 
Hon. Q. W. Macfarlane. at Kaplolanl 
Park. 
Here the men were carefulij> watched 
and tended by Dr. Hoffman, lest the 
disease should spread. 
'A he sick 
man 
was brought to Honolvlu, but there was 
•0 suitable place to put him. 
Prince Lot Kamehameba then offered 


the use of a house to the Boarf of 
Health, which they gladly accepted. This 
house was a large one, made of glass. 
tn the vicinity oi the present Quarantine 
Station. The house stood on an Island, 
and at high tide was surrounded by wa- 
ter, so that it served the j>urpose very 
wen. 
After taking the patient to the place, 


and supplying him with what was neces- 
sary, no one could be found who was 
'willing to go over and nurse him. 
p»r the first five days he was alone the 


greater part of the time. 


One of the members of the Board went 


over 'every morning and prepared 
the 
man's food for the day. until be was 
able to care for himself. 
After the vessel had been quarantined 


for twenty-one days and thoroughly fu- 
migated, she" came into port. All the 
bedding in the forecastle as well as the 
men's clothing was burned to prevent 
any further trouble: 
After loading with oil the vessel stop- 


ped at the Station to take on board the 
tn»» who had recovered, and been pro- 
vided with a new outfit. After the man 
left the Island the house with all its con- 
tents waeMlestroyed by fire to prevent 
any spread of the disease. 
As this was the first time such an event 
bad occurred, the Government bad no 
•und from which to defray the expenses 
f this quarantine, which amounted to 
fteen hundred dollars. I therefore was 
(bilged to pay it myself. 
When the Legislature met In the fol- 
owing year a resolution was passed to 
refund to me this sum, which read as 
ollows:

THE SMALLPOX EPIDEMIC 


OF ISO. 


As no new cases of smallpox appeared 


for two or three months after the de- 
parture ot the Charles Mallory, the au- 
faorlties felt that they had nothing more 
a fear in that line; but the one case 
torn that vessel was nothing compared 
•O what followed. On the 13th of May, 
t man called at my office and reported 
Hat two native women living on Mauna- 
kea street were ill. and be feared that 
the trouble was smallpox. On going to 
the place the report was found to be 
roe, and a guard was placed around the 
louse, with strict orders to allow no one 
;o leave or enter it The Legislature was 
then in session, and on the 16th passed 
an Act authorising, the King, Kameha- 
taeha UL, to appoint three commlssion- 


of public health; and on the same 


Hay His Majesty nominated i)r. O. P. 
Judd, Dr. T. C. B. Booke and myself. 
Ibe flr«t section of the Act referred to 
leads as follows: 
"That there shall be appointed by the 
ging, with the assent of the Privy Coun- 
cil, a commission consisting of three per- 
sons, who shall act wichout pecuniary re- 
ward, upon whom shall devolve all the 
powers and duties Intended and express- 
ed in the Act of the 8th of liay. 1861, en- 
titled a law establishing a Board of 
Health, with power to extend the same 
to all parts of this Kingdom in person, 
or through their agents; and who are 
hereby authorized and empowered to pro- 
vide for all persons sick with the small- 
pox suitable medical attendance, food, 
lodging and clothes, at the expense of 
the Hawaiian Government, and to make 
and publish such regulations for the

The Commissioners mel at once and 
organized. Dr. Rooke being cnalrman, 
and J. Hardy.' secretary. As there was 
no suitable place In which to take care 
Of the patients, we selected a building 
On Queen street, which belonged to the 
Government, and had 11 fitted up for a 
bospltal. When the two women were to 
b» moved to the hospital, no one could 
be obtained to pick them up and carry 
them to Uw wagon: so I had to do It, 
and drive the wagon as Well. The day

The dis- 
ease spread like wltdflreV and Uie natives 
were panic-stricken. There had been but 
little general vaccination among the ns/. 
lives, so the disease bad a clear field; 
and as they were Ignorant of the malady, 
and did not know how to take care of 
themselves, they died like sheep. By the 
24tn of June the cases numbered tiZ, 
and throughout jUiy and August the dis- 
ease raged with terrible violence over 
the entire Island. 
The whole medical 


staff of Honolulu came forward at the 
first, and offered their aid and services 
gratuitously 
to the Commission, which 


were gratefully accepted. It was a very 
generous thing to do, as it meant hard 
work night and day, with personal rttk 
and no pay. 
By the middle of July the question 


arose as to the burying of the dead. No 
one, 
not even those who had recovered 


from the disease, or who had not taken 
it, would assist In such work. There- 
fore the Commission was obliged to call 
on all able-bodied men who had recov- 
ered, to help the police in that work; 
and in case of refusal they were «ned or 
imprisoned. It was a harsh measure, but 
a necessary one for the public good, as 
the Honolulu police were most laborious- 
ly employed night and day in attending 
the sick and burying the dead in the 
town, and could not be sent two or three 
miles away to perform that duty. At 
this time there were In Uie fort fllx men 
who had been engaged in the riot of the 
previous year, and who had had the 
smallpox. The King_authorlzed me to 
offer them their freedom If they would 
consent to bring the aick to the hospi- 
tals, and help bury the dead. They 
agreed to this offer, and no Hunt task 
did they find it; as forty or fifty was the 
usual number burled ually, 
times more, the men were 


and some- 
often kept 


'working until m'dnlght. after 
having 


been at work all day long. At the end 
of July, forty houses were put up at 
Walkiki, and thirty on the Ewa side of 
Honolulu, as hospitals. 
Pages could be filled describing the 


heroic work done by volunteers in nurs- 
Jng the sick; and there are some here 
today who could tell 
of heart-rending 


scenes. Families were broken up; par- 
ents deserted their children, the husband 
would leave the rest of the family In a 
dying condition. It was not uncommon 
to find an entire family sick at 
the 


same time, or to ent?r a house onlv to 
find dead bodies 
The disease appeared 


In the most remote places, and numbers 
eemed to take It from mere friffht; It 
was a time that tried men's souls. 


After August the disease began to 
bate, and by the end of the year It had 


almost disappeared. Thanks to the quar- 
antine enforced, there were not many 
ases on the other Islands, so that those 
•ring- there knew comparatively little 
f the dreadful times on Oahu. 
( 


During the prevalence of the disease, 
number of meetings were held by the 


residents, and considerable excitement 
was caused by some person^ who made a 
political affair of it, charging Dr. Judd 
and Mr. Armstrong as the persons who 


ere responsible for the introduction of 
lie disease. A more wilful accusation 
ould not be imagined; but certain ones 
ho had Ill-feelings against the former 
curled the matter so far that he was 
emoved from ofHce. Naturally this caus- 
ed a good deal of feeling, which was un- 
ortunate, as the whole community were 
olng their best to stop the disease, so 
s to be entirely free of It When the 


whaling fleet came In the fall; and every 
means were taken to purify the town. 
The disease had been mostly concentrat- 
ed around Mannakea street, and as it 
was impossible to purify many of the 
grass bouses, in the latter part of Au- 
rast fourteen olf them were burned down, 
he Fire Department having been pre- 
•loualy called out to prevent the spread

It waa a harsh rule to make, but it 


was the only thing to do to prevent a 
second epidemic, as It was ascertained 
that not one-half of the crews had ever 
been vaccinated. Only one man in all 
the fleet had the disease, and he recov- 
ered. During the epidemic but one for- 
eigner died; be waa the man who had 
eharge of the large hospital on Queen 
street. He had had smallpox before, and 
at the outbreak of the epidemic volun- 
teered his services, and did a noble 
work; be nevertheless took the disease, 
and hta waa one of the worst cases I 
have ever seen. I am sorry I cannot re- 
call hla name. Some fifty-od^ of the na- 
tive constables died of the disease in the 
discharge of their duties as officers. 1 
regret that the record book of the Com- 
missioners cannot be' found. It, with all 
the reports and documents, was delivered; 
to the New Board of Health, and I have 
not been able to find It; so I cannot give 
the number of cases and deaths from 
that source. However, I will give the 
numbers as accurately as possible. The 
following estimate Is that of the Com- 
missioners of Public Health In the "Po-

In a conversation with one of 
he Commissioners, he said that onlv a 
week before leaving that city the occu- 
pant of the room next to his had died 
of the smallpox The partitions between 
he rooms were made of brown cotton 
cloth, and his (the captain's) clothing 
lung against this partition of cloth; and 
on his arrival uere he had given this 
clothlng-^to the two women to wash. A 
story waa circulated that the disease 
came from a lot of old clothing that had 
>een brought here and sold, some months 
prior to the first case; but there was no 
Foundation to it. 
I have already alluded to the meas- 


ures taken to uurify the town before 
the arrival of the whaling fleet. The fleet 
at this time numbered two or three 
thousand men, and as the Commission 
Sad reason to think that the greater 
?art of them had never been vaccinated, 
and as the ships were snortly expected 
from the Arctic, it was decided, on their 
arrival, to keep all the crews on board 
until they were vaccinated. This decl- 
s'on was laid before Hon. Elisha H. Al- 
len, then the United States Consul, and 
he 'was asked »to call a meeting of the 
other Consuls to consider It. This was 
done, and all of them agreed that It was 
a wise measure, and further, that they 
would assist the Commission In carrying 
It out.

death rate of almost 89 per cent_ 
The expenses of the Health Commis- 


sioners, which amounted to $20,115.84, 
were provided for by the Legislature, 
April 28, 1854, In the form of a bill (In- 
troduced by Mr. Marsh) for the relief of 
the King and Privy Council; and the 
rules being suspended, It was read a 
second and third time, and passed. Prior 
to the passing of this bill, Dr. Lathrop 
sent In a claim for {2,500 for attendance 
on sick natives during the epidemic. The 
Legislature sent a circular letter to all 
the physicians in Honolulu, asnjng what 
their claims were. All disavowed any' 
claim, with the exceptions of Dr. La- 
fhrop for *Z,600, Dr. Newcomb tor J2.800, 
and 3>r. Hlllebrand for J2.500; these 'were 
referred to the Committee on Claims, 
who reported. May 16, that the petition 
of Dr. Lathrop had no legal claim—the 
Health Commissioners having promised 
no remuneration, their powers not au- 
thorizing them to do so. Mr. Harris 
read a minority report, recommending 
the payment of J524. Both reports were 
referred to a committee of the whole, 
which, on July 19, unanimously passed 
tne following preamble and resolution: 


' Whereas, during the prevalence of the 


late epidemic, the Royal Health Commis- 
sioners, with their deputies, the medical 
practitioners throughout the Islands, and 
very many others, uom foreigner 
and 


native, most generously contributed their 
services fratultously In affording assist- 
ance to the sick and suffering poor; and 
whereas the value of their services can- 
not be estimated in money,, and it being 
moreover out of our power' to recom- 
>ense them; therefore it Is 


'Resolved, That this House do. In be- 


half of the people whom we represent, 
render our most sincere thanks to alt. 
who in that time of calamity rendered 
such gratuitous and Invaluable aid in 
alleviating the distress of the suffering 
sick and dying people of these Islands,' 


HEALTH COMMISSIONERS. 


May It Please Tour Majesty: At the 


tune of Tour Majesty's first confiding 
to us the responsible duties attaching to 
our Board, we attempted to prevent the 
spread of the smallpox by vaccination, 
Isolation and appointment of sub-com- 
missioners on the other Islands with 
power equal to our own. Finding that 
the disease bad already been too much 
spread on Oahu to allow ot the preven- 
tion of its general dissemination on that 
Island, It became our great object to 
hinder its extension to the other Inlands, 
In this attempt we have received the 
several 
knowl- 
most efficient subport from the 
sub-commisaloneBB, whose local 
edge enabled them to make regulations 
adapted- to the peculiarities of-their va- 
rious fields of labor, and to which regu- 
lations we have given our strongest sup. 
port. On Oahu where the disease raged 
In its virulence, hospitals were erected 
and furnished with everything necessary 
for the reception of all the sick who 
could bo Induced to enter them. Medi- 
cines have been supplied to all who 
needed them. Every medical man or oth- 
er intelligent person willing to assist the 
sick, either volunteered or was engaged 
for pay. Wherever nurses could be pro- 
cured, they were employed, and a band 
of prisoners was devoted to the revolt- 
ing office of burying the dead. 


The patient exertions. Of these latter 
assistants render them, in our humble 
opinion, highly deserving of Tour Maj- 
esty's merciful consideration. As the 
sick have been strictly prohibited, of 
comse, from going into the kalo patches 
for food, we have been obliged to sup- 
ply provisions generally In such form as 
tea, sugar, rice, arrow root, etc. The 
distribution of these articles baa given 
rise tn some abuse, but has been a mat- 
ter of necessity on our part. One great 
item of expense has been the reimburse- 
ment of those whose Infected houses we 
were obliged to destroy, and there will 
be still heavier calls upon the funds in 
our hands on the same ground. In order 
to purify the toTm in view of Ihe ap- 
proaching season of the whaling fleet's 
arrival,2on which so much of the prosper- 
ity of the Islands generally depends, a , 
considerable srum of money will have to

Honorable S. E. Kaiue, President of 


the Senate: 
Tour judiciary committee, to which 


was referred Senate Bill 58, entitled, 
"An Act to provide for filing, foreclos- 
ing, limitation and priority of chattel 
mortgages," beg leave to submit the 
following report: 
Your committee 
believes that all 


questions of credit and security are 
delicate matters, and should be treat- 
ed with great care. With that belief, 
the bill under consideration nas bpen 
treated. Your committee finds that 
there is now no law upon the statute 
books of Hawaii covering tne subject 
of this bill by which the honest credi- 
tor and the honest debtor are alike 
protected on pledging personal proper- 
ty as security for the payment of a 
debt, thereby allowing Shvlock credi- 
tors to defraud and rob helpless debt- 
ors by taking the law (or rather, want 
of 'law) Into their own hands. 
This bill, If enacted, will allqw the 
creditor to take what legally belongs 
to him. principal, interest and costs, 
but will allow him to take no more. 
If the debtor Is so unfortunate as to be 
In default of payment this law would 
protect him to the extent, that the 
property mortgaged should be sold at 
public auction after due notice, and If 
such sale resulted in a greater sum 
than enough to pay the debt, he would 
be entitled to receive the surplus. This 
Is true as to real estate mortgages; 
why should it not be true as to per- 
sonal property mortgages? 


Section 1 provides, and the courts 
generally .bold, that a chattel mort- 
gage, although duly executed and de- 
livered, admits of the presumption that 
it is fraudulent unless it is either fol- 
lowed by an actual and continued 
change of possession or, that it be 
filed and Indexed upon the public rec- 
ords as notice to subsequent mortga- 
gees, purchasers and other creditors. 
Without this provision, a chattel mort- 
gage can be made a 'cloak for fraud 
and conspiracy. With this provision it 
serves all honest purposes, and 
pre- 
vents bogus mortgages being held to 
cover personal property in fraud of 
subsequent creditors to good raith. 
Section 2 proceeds upon the presump- 
tion that county government will soon 
be an accomplished fact If this Ter- 
ritory is really a part of the United 
States, no other presumption Is ad- 
missible;

Attorney Davis, who la a very vehe- 
ment supporter of the proposed plan, be- 
gan enthusiastically to express bis senti- 
ments In tha matter, and was promptly 
sat upon by Attorney McClanahan, who 
raised the point that the meeting was 
Irregular and had no right to pass upon 
anything; according to the constitution 
and/by-laws, be said, ten days' notice 
,wa* necessary to a regular special meet- 
ing.

He tells us that 
he was laid up with dysentery in Ran- 
goon, and had the misfortune to lose 
his faithful dog, King U., at Bombay,

Zealandia From liO» Angele*. 


The Zealandia of the Oceanic Steam- 


ship line arrived off 'port on Saturday 
night from Los Angeles, bringing over 
eight hundred Porto Rlcans to work on 
the plantations In-these Islands. 


She remained outside of ihe harbor 


all night coming into port about 8 
o'clock yesterday morning and going 
to the railway; wharf. 
• ' ' • • • 


The Zealandia sailed from San Fran- 


cslco on the llth Instant arriving at 
Los Angeles on the following day, earty 
in the afternoon. She sailed from the 
latter port at daylight on the 13th, mak- 
ing the' run'to Honolulu In seven days, 
fourteen hours and fifty-five minutest 


The steamer left'Los Angeles with 


849 Porto Rican immigrants, men, wo- 
men and children. Six of the children ^ 
died on the voyage and were buried at 
sea. The cause of the deaths was 
anaemia.. 
' • 


Yesterday about 200 of the laborers 


went down tbe railway line to Walalua 
and other plantations. The remainder 
of them, will be shipped to the other Isl- 
ands on the Kinau and other Island 
steamers. 


The%ealandla has about 400 tons of * 


cargo for this port She wfll remain 
here three or four days and then sail 
for San Francisco. 


While the present lot of laborers Is 


anything but pleasant to look upon, It 
Is not the worst crowd which has come 
to these Islands by any means. 


The people are dirty, very dirty, to b« 


sure, but that perhaps may be laid par- 
tially to tbe fact that they have been 
cooped up on board ship for a long 
time to say nothing of their traveling 
experiences on the train overland. . 


The majority of them, are thin and 


sickly looking. They seem to possess 
considerable stamina, however, and 
may recuperate soon under favorable 
conditions.

ship yesterday and proved that they had 
appetites when several do«en» of bunches 
of bananas, were brought aboard. 
Those who happened to be on the su- 


gar wharf when tbe bananas went 
aboard the Zealandia saw a sight which 
was both -amusing and pathetic. There 
was a wild scramble for the fruit, men, 
women and chUdrvn rri*iring a rush for 
th« banana* as fast as they were taken 
aboard,

way with a box of the fruit on his shoul- 
der when the crowdittg and pushing la- 
borers on tbe deck, those who were near- 
est would reach over the rail and grab

wheel of society, keeping each person 
in his place.

by Mrs, U. Thompson on "Cultivating 
Habits of Regularity" and another by 
Dr. Luella Cleveland on "Foods for 
Children." The, pleasure of the even- 
• ing was varied by a violin solo by Miss 
jAlice Woods. FoUowlng IB Mrs. Thomp- 
son's paper: 


A well ordered system of habits 
constitutes the greatest labor-saving 
device that could be furnished 
the 
mind. Habitual movements are less 
fatiguing than other activities. Imi- 
tation makes the major part of a 
child's life, both in quality and quanti- 
ty, in his language, ideas and actions. 
At flrsj it is unconciously done, but 
later th« child takes a model from an- 
other, and clothes his own ideas upon 
it. The entire accumulated wealth o£ 
mankind—languages, arts, sciences- 
passes from one generation to another 
by social tradition, each 
generation 
simply imitating the last 
This ex- 
plains the slow advancement of a race. 
Invention-and imitation are the two 
legs on which the human race histor- 
ically has walked. 
The child's attention Is very easy to 
get and very hard to hold. This dou- 
ble fact renders him capable of edu- 
cation, but at the same time, makes his 
education a gradual 
process, which 


must consist largely of right habits In 
his childhood, through 
instruction. 
Then from the nursery to the school 
how careful must we be of his com- 
panions. 
Highly educated 
German 


mothers never allow their children to 
have nurses who speak low German. 
It is a pity that Ignorant people should 
ever be the companions of our child- 
ren. In every school there are leaders 
among the teachers or pupils, or boUi— 
due to their personality, 
beauty of 
person or mind, or both; fascinating 
manners, originality, musical ability, 
athletics, etc. Wealth ana position do 
not seem to be the elements of lead- 
ership. It Is a very serious matter for 
a boy to be placed in close relationship 
with an older, coarser, or less refined 
person. 
Timid and affected 
mothers have 
timid and affected children. Courag- 
eous mothers have courageous child- 


The terms eminent ana 
illustrious 


are not applied to men who have be- 
come noted by some single act, or oy 
some official promotion. They refer to 
men who bare attained and can main- 
tain their distinction, whatever their 
position in society may bare t>e«n, or 
may be In the future. Such men are 
characterised as possessing three sepa- 
rate qualltlfes—Intellect, eeal and pow- 
er to do work. 
Origins;! men and women, the mar- 


velous flowers of the race, do not ap- 
pear by chance or by miracle, but rep- 
rcaept the crowning point of a long 
past. They nynthcslxe the greatness of 
their time, and of the race. By a very 
careful study of dlsttfiguislied men nf 
various periods and oottntr***. H wan 
found that one man In four thousand 
may be called eminent, and that not 
more than one tn a million, or to many 
millions, sometime*, may b« called 11-
